The ground was broken, with mosses of rock 
ouurupi ling here and there, and it would have 
taken sharp eyes to detect us even at that

died away in the distance did we rise and 
proceed

After that It 
wm x-ttirely possible for a saddle horse to

It WM difficult to tell which

turn ami take another. 1 went to tho loft 
and, after going a few rods, fotinj the puss 
or cut overgrown with bushes, and twill v 
choked up by a fall of rock. The cut was 
fromtwi-lve to twenty foot wide, twistiu- 
about liko a crook, but gradually leading ii|,- 
wurd. The height of the bank on each siilo 
was from afty to two hundred foot, and the 
mountain wa» so densely wooded that tho 
path win In auiiililarknuM. 


1 got my horse over the obstructions whidi 


blocked the way and proceeded on for half a 
mile without finding any great change in tho 
qrenoral character of the pass. Then it Hid- 
denly uwervcd to the left and debouched into 
a cove of about two acres in extent, which 
nuturo 11 ml so walled in that tho most a-'ilo 
Indian would have been put to his trumps to

Tho woodwork of tho 
wiigiins had turned gray, tho tires of the 
wheels Imd rusted until tho iron was almost

u heel of ono of the vchieles and gnvo it n 
shake tho spokos fell and the wagon came 
crushing down amid a cloud of dust. 


There was something so growsouio unit 


nystcrioin in my find thut I wanted to run 
iwiiy. 
I should imvo been no more surprised 


o Hud n kietimboat resting there. No eiui 
grunt hnd yet dared penetrate so fur int,> n,,, 
Indian country in that direction, and it was 
fur away from tho overland trail to Califor- 
nia. Tho presence of those wagons meant a 
tragedy, und I was loth to begin an Investi- 
gation. 1 wulkcd about tho covo seeking to 
britt-o my eourngo, and a few yards beyond

tho wagons I came upon a heap ef bones 
which I knew to huvo belonged to horses or 
entile. A bit further on a huge fireplace hud 
been i-oiislrueled of loose stones against tho 
faee of a dilf, and the smoke hnd blackened 
the wall for a distance of forty feat from tho 
ground 
There wns no sign of tho presence 


of any human being. U had been a long 
timo siuco the last flro was built, us the grass 
was grouing among the ashes and embers. 
The key to thennstery must ho hidden In the 
wagons, and 1 returned to overhaul them. 
You can hardly realize tho lonesome look of 
those vehicles. They wore standing one be- 
hind tho other us closely as Ihey could lie 
drawn, anil the sight of them was proof th.it 
years had gone by since they were parked 
there. 
I should say that it would take at 


least ten years to bring about such decay MS 1 
saw in them. They were large and heuvv, 
made of tin) best materials, ami yet a shake 
would hav,, brought uny of them to tin- 
ground 
• .^b«- tvltl1 lhe first wagon,und lean 


easily recall the contents of eneh. Tho first 
wagon was piled full o.' harnesses, or tho re- 
main!* of them. Timo and decay had left 
little except the buckles, and they were badly 
rvHled. 
1 should say the heap contained the 


hui nesses ol ut lonst a dozen teams. In the 
second wagmi were a chest, two iron kettles, 
u jug, and a he:ii> of mold which probably 
repri"«'i!ted clothing. 
I hauled tho chest out 


imd kicked it apart, but the contents had 
gone to timid, except in the case of 
fifty 


Mexk'an sih er dollars, which hud probably 
heen i u a buckskin bug. Tho third "agon 
also held a i hest, but 1 found not lung of value 
in it. 
1 found in this wagon tho rusted re- 


mains of se\ urul picks and shovels and heaps 
of mold which represented either clothing 
or provisions. The fourth wagon was empty 
The fifth contained picks and shovels anil a 
rough wooden box 
From tins box I rescind 


a small one made of tin, and 1 broke that 
OIHJII to Ihul #40 in state bank bills, a rude 
nmpev idi-ntiy representing the C'oppur mount- 
ains and neighborhood, and four In o dollar 
Amerieuu gold pieces. 


The fifth wagon had evidently been stored 


»itli provisions, but I found nothing but 
mold, hi tho sixth wore three chests, two 
shovels, thn e picks, tho barrel of a rifle, u 
rust} us an i a Keg wtiien neui whisky. 
In 


one of the three big boxes I found asilvei 
tobacco box containing Slid in Mexican gold 
and a note or description. It hud been writ- 
ten on heavy paper and with good ink, but 
some of the words hud faded entirely away 
and others had to be guussed. Tho following 
is the copy I made of it upon my re-turn to 
Fort Lurumio:

Tho letter was unsigned, and so much of it 


wsis illegible that wo could only guess at the 
general tenor. Thero had been a private ex- 
pedition from Kansas years before. 
The 


party had sought shelter in the mountain 
valley. They had killed a jwrtion if not all 
their live stock for food. Then the men had 
departed, but never one hud returned to 
civilization to tell the talc. All may huVe 
been wiped out in the main pass or at the 
base of tho mountain, ur some may have died 
in the cave. 
HadMiu Indians over found the 


wagons thiy would havo plundered mid 
burned them. Tho fact that they had not 
only deepened the mystery. 
[ had notice of 


the discovery published far and wide in tho 
west, and on two occasions guided parties to 
the cave that further examinations might be 
made, but to this day the fate of those poople 
is a mystery.—New York Sun.

A BIRD'S EYE VIEW FROM A HOUSE- 


TOP ON MOUNT 2ION. 


Clmi,S«» Tlm« l!a» Wrought A.umiB tli« 


Sucritil SCMI..B of Scriptural llutory In 
the Conniopulltan Old Clty-Tlie Small- 
e»t Store* In the World. 


I write this letter on tho housetop of a 


bishop » resilience on the top of Mount Zion 
in the miter of Jerusalem. 
My American 


typewriter stands within thirty feut of th 
great square tower of David, the base c 
winch was undoubtedly built before Christ. 
At my loft, surrounded by the yellow stone 
walls of bouses, ib the dark green pool which 
llezckiuh made to supply the, Holy City with 
water in case of a siege, and beyond It, out 
or the honeycomb of buildings, shines the 
great bronze dome which stands over the 
spot on which Christ was crucified, and in 
which worship pilgrims from every quarter 
of tho Christian world. In front of nie, not 
half a mile away, on a great plateau cover- 
ing tlnrty-fivo acres, la a big octagonal towor 
with a bulbous bronze dotno. It Is tho Mosque 
of Omar, and it stands on the very site of 
Solomon's temple, while at its left is tho 
church built on the Roman mosaic floor of 
the house of Pontius PilaU). Tho horizon on 
all sides is bounded by hills. Jerusalem lies 
m n nest in the mountains. It is built on an 
irregular plateau, with valleys about it and 
steep lulls running straight up from these to 
the city and to the higher bills on tho oppo- 
site sides. Around the edge of this plateau 
runs o wall about thirty feet high and within 
this H the Jerusalem of today. It docs not 
cover, all told, much more than tho area of a 
three hundred acre farm, nnd a good walker 
can make tho circuit of its walls iu an hour.

sands of houses are of cold, yellowish white 
limestone. 
Even in tho bishop's mansion 


Hindi is one of tlio finest in the city I get 
out of my bed on lo a shine floor, und I wnlk 
to my breakfast throii-h stone halls, down

trees and gardens of tho town can be num- 
bered on your lingers. The hills about the 
city ure almost as barren as those of New 
England, tind the only foliage visible is tho 
dark silvery green of the olive orchards on 
tho Mount ol Olives and along tho hills be- 
tween Jaffa and Bethlehem. The only green 
to be seen is an acre or so of common inside 
tho walls of the temple plateau, and here and 
there a housetop which by ago has gathered 
a coating of d'irt from the dust of the city 
nnd on which the green grass has sprouted, 
'lero und there you see ruined chours which 
11 e too dangerous to be inhabited by the bees 
if this human hive und on these the moss and 
ji.iss grow. There is one green bushy tree 
at the base of Mount Calvary, and a solitary 
palm looks out over the city beside the busi- 
ness street named utter King David. It is 
not an attractive looking town, and its glar- 
ing croam white makes sore the eyes under 
i he rays of this tropical sun. 


TrmouiJH rnis GATE. 


The walls of Jerusalem are clean and well 


cut, and tbey have not the dilapidated condi- 
tion of those of the cities of China. They uro 
onleivd by gates which are closed at night, 
ami at each of these gates Mahometan soldiers 
si and and exact a tax on all of the produce 
i-.nii-n i-unies into tno city, 
ilie main busi- 


ne.-s gate is that which luuds out behind the 
Tow er of David towards Jaffa, through which 
the Bethlehem girls bring thetr vegetables 
each morning to sell and through which all 
of tho imports which come by seuurt; brought 
in.

"WHIPPINO THE CAT." 


In early days the farmer -would take to the 


tanner hides to be tanned; wh€u returned the 
leather was carefully laid away until some 
son of St. Crispin came "whipping the cat" 
through that section. As this only occurred 
about once a year the advent of the shoe- 
maker was an event of great importance, 
particularly to the younger members of the 
family, for it meant to them not only "new 
shoes," but the covering of many a now ball, 
numerous whip lashes, shoe strings and other 
trifles that make glad the childish heart. If 
the shoemaker happened to be a young man 
and unmarried then the maidens' heart beat 
in that uncertain way that maidens' hearts 
are sometimes wont to do, for the shoemaker 
was looked upon as a very desirable "catch. 


After erecting his bench in some favorite 


corner ho would proceed to take the measure 
of those of the family for whom new shoes 
wero to be made. Sometimes the farmer had 
lasts of his own, but if he had not and there 
happened to be none suitable among tho 
meager stock carried by the shoemaker, lasts 
had to bo got 
Thus a successful "whipper 


of the cat" was expected to possess some of 
the carpenters' handicraft as well as that of 
the shoemaker.

While the uppers were 
oil the "crimping forms" he would occupy 
his time in doing whatever patching or other 
repairing was to be done. 


"Factory shoe pegs" were sometimes to be 


had, but more frequently the shoemaker mode 
bis own, and they were quite as good ea any 
that could be purchased. 


As only one last for each size was made, 


one shoo hod to be completed before another 
could be lasted. 


As the stock of shoes for the coming year 


hod to be made and the process wa» slow, the 
shoemaker's visit would be quite an extended 
one, the usual time being about three weeks; 
to provide for the wonts of a family of seven 
or eight persons six weeks would scarce suffice. 


The pay amounted to about $5 a week with 


board and lodging. As the visit of the shoe- 
maker was known to all the neighbors they 
would call around every evening in order to 
hear him tell his funny stories or free his 
mind upon the various topics of the day.—

Many physicians have noticed tho connec- 
tion existing between bodily position and 
wakefulness. 
It is evident that the recum- 


bent position is more conducive to a state of 
congestion of the brain than the erect or 
semi-erect. Dr. Forbes Winalow, Dr. Ham- 
mond and other physicians have noticed an 
increase in the number and intensity of hal- 
lucinations of insane patients, or persons suf- 
fering from delirium tremens, as soon as 
they assume the recumbent position. These 
patients have been found to sleep quietly for 
some time in an armchair, but to be annoyed 
by hallucinations as soon as they lie down. 
Third—Certain substances used as medicine 
or food.—Medical Classics.

National tabor Day. 


In 1883 Mr. P. J. McOulre. of New 


York, originated tho Idea of an annual 
celebration In all th« Union by member* 
of the various trades and labor organiza- 
tions. Further, tho time t«te fixed for 
this should be the first Monday In Sep- 
tember. Messrs. P. J. McQulre, Samuel 
Oompers and Robert Blissert were the 
principal fnuners of the plan adopted, 
and these gentlemen, prominent workers 
In the labor cause, first gave U publicity. 


The day was to be a grand holiday, 


like the Fourth of July or Christmas. 
It was to be celebrated by muslo, festi- 
vals, speaking and great processions of 
llw labor organizations. 
The parades 


were to be a leading feature. Members 
of all th* Industrial trades, formed In 
battalions and divisions, were to march 
through the streets, with muslo playing 
and banners flying. Upon the banners 
were to b* Inscribed terse words, show- 
ing the mottoes and alms of the great 
labor unions. Among such were the 
following: 
"Compulsory Education," 


"No Child Labor," "Sanitary Inspection 
of Factories,* "Eight Hours a Day." 


Th* idea caught th* public favor at 


once. That first year and every year 
since Labor day has been celebrated. It 
Krows In favor, and its observance be- 
comes annually more imposing.

witnessed than these long battalions of 
faithful workers. Some of the bands are 
white faced and stooped from long hours 
of bending over indoor tasks. Others

After six months' 
schooling, all he ever had, Davy broke 
off liis book 
learning abruptly and 


sought a wife. He had several severe 
love disappointments, but it is a pleasure 
to record that he got over them all, and 
was ul length happily married at the age 
of 23. 


His career was thence upward. He 


was a noted and mighty hunter, and be- 
came an immensely popular politician, 


, although at first he could barely read and 
I write. Ho servcfl four terms in con- 


I grcss, and was noted for his shrewdness, 


independence and wit 
His strong point 


in entertaining an audience was his 
funny stories. There was much of tho 
Abraliam Lincoln character about him.

and HOU! Into tho cause of liberty. 
He 


was one of the historic 140 who enacted 
the thrilling story of the defense of the 
Alamo. 
He was also one of the six sur- 


vivors of that defense who surrendered 
to the Mexican general, Santa Ana. 
They were shot down in cold blood, 
March 0, 1830, although they were pris- 
oners of war. Thus Davy Crockett died, 
like tho hero lie was. 
Many burlesque 


and exaggerated stories are told on him. 
Ho himself wrote a genuine autobiog- 
raphy in 1834, which is still extant. It 
is very entertaining and full of Crockett- 
isms. One of Davy's sayings will live

A Celebrated Case. 


Tlio Flack fraudulent divorce case is 


the most notable and sensational affair 
of the kind on record. Sheriff James A. 
Flack, of New York, is popularly sup- 
posed to be in receipt of $70.000 a year. 
His alleged divorce left his wife penni- 
less. He had allowed her, it bt-ums, as a 
favor, $5 a week. For this reason she 
had the case reopened and the divorce 
set aside, and she is now again the only 
lawful wife of the reluctant James. 


It is perhaps unfortunate that two per- 


sons must be held together by the law 
when they detest one another and quar- 
rel like cat and dog. 
But it is a public 


infamy for a divorce to be obtained by 
tho Flack mc'thud. 
It was a vile con- 


spiracy from beginning to end. Those 
whoso names are connected with it were 
Lawyer Ambrose Monell, a civil justice, 
Joseph Meeks, a high official of the coun- 
ty clerk's office, Flock, the sheriff, and 
Will Flack, his son, who in this case 
scerns to have aided and abetted the con- 
spiracy to defraud his own mother. The 
couple were married in 1850. 
It is un- 


fortunate that after thirty-nine years of 
married life all parties could not have 
endured their woes a fe'.v years longer. 
But there was another woman whom, 
report says, the sheriff wished to make 
'his wife de jure, as she had long been de 
facto. That was the trouble. 


Monell was Flack's friend and counsel 


Meeks was his very intimate friend. 
One day Lawyer Monell asked a lawyer 
friend, Benjamin Wright, to stand as 
Mrs. Flack's lawyer and sign her applica- 
tion for divorce. There was nothing to 
do but eign his name, he was told, as a 
matter of form. 
Both sides wanted a 


divorce, and the case would go before a 
referee. 
Benjamin Wright was an oblig- 


ing man. 
He consented to let his name 


go as Mrs. Flack's lawyer, though he 
never saw her and she never saw him. 
The court was very obliging, and kindly 
appointed Intimate Friend Meeks referee. 
Friend Meeks in due course reported, 
and testified over his own signature that 
Mrs. Mary E. Flack appeared personally 
and testified, when as a matter of fact 


Mrs. 
Flack never had heard of her own 


application for divorce. 


The divorce was granted on July 12. 


Aug. 1 a young newspaper man sud- 
denly appeared before Mrs. Flack, and, 
teaching his hat politely, asked her what 
she had to say about her divorce. That 
was me nrst intimation sue «»u ui it. 
Then she took active measures at once 
and had the divorce set aside. 


But what will be done with the con- 


spirators remains to be seen. The in- 
famy has already begun to work its 
destructive results. Flack was grand 
sachem of Tummany. 
He has had 


to resign the office. Meeks has been 
obliged to give up his place in the 
clerk's office. 
Of i course, the shrievalty 


of New York cannot continue to be rep- 
resented by a man with such a blot on 
his name. Honest people can congratu- 
late themselves that the villainy and de- 
ception were so soon unmasked.

Then, this olil sea-girt 
town is so different from any other town 
under the sun. Its great, roomy, old-fash- 
ioned, picturesque bouses, its atmosphere of 
antiquity, its freHh-faced erect, spry, young- 
old men, who can lift as heavy loads at 
seventy-five as they could at forty, its ruddy, 
agreeable, healthy women, communicate a 
feeling of comfort and uplift to the tired 
spirit which is impossible to analyze or de- 
scribe. No inhabitant of Nunlucket could 
ever be mistaken for one of the vititors. The 
last is usually haggard and hurried. 
The 


native is slow and passive. He sleeps aud 
culs, and assimilates his food. It is said thai 
codfish and cookies compose his diet, but 1 
am sure that this is an exaggeration. 
At 


any rate, this is not the case when the na- 
tives have company, for nowhere have 1 
ever found more succulent or better cooked 
vegetables, fresher, or more nicely prepared 
fish. The latter article of food is sometimes 
very hard to obtain, as "the beating waves 
dash high" upon the Nantucket shores, and 
careful sailors will not risk their lives for"a 
mess of fish." Bui blue fish are plenty here 
now, and most delicious. Sword fish arc 
considered a great delicacy also. 


The Islanders do not like to admit the pres- 


ence of fog. It is mist and smoke, but never 
by any possibility fog. That word seems to 
set the native crazy. One old resident, a 
cross between a son of Neptune and a tiller 
of the soil, informed me that the mist which 
had materialized so that it could be sliced or 
made into fish-balls, was simply "steam es- 
caping from the Gulf Stream." This was the 
most unique explanation that I ever heard of 
any thing in any part of the country, and 1 
have heard a good many fanciful and origi- 
nal ones.

The craze for the antique must be at its 


height. Every other store in' Nantucket is 
devoted lo ancient furniture. 
It is charged 


by some skeptics that much of this stuff is 
imported, and is really not antique; but iu 
all reputable places I found that the names 
of the original owners are given, and the 
families can be looked up with the greatest 
«ase. The prices of these much soueht-after 
articles vary exceedingly. I wanted a pair 
of old brass andirons and shovel and tongs, 
but the prices in two or three stores seemed 
so exorbitant that I finally gave up all idea 
of purchasing. But at last in looking for 
something else, i found exactly what I want- 
ed and at a most reasonable figure. 


The steamers that run between New Bed- 


ford and Nantucket are sea-worthy and com- 
fortable.but I could not help wondering why 
with so much travel, they were not larger 
and finer. I thought of the "Connecticut," 
the magnificent new steamer, built by the 
Providence & Stonington Steamboat Company 
for the Providence line to boston.and as Mrs. 
Partington once remarked, "the comparison 
was oderous." The grand boats of the last 
two decades sink into insignificance, when 
compared with this great white marine 
wonder, rising as she does upwards of sixty 
feet above the water line, and showing a 
length over all of 867 feet and an extreme 
width over guards of 87 feet. The impres

Preparations for honoring the long-vanish- 


ed "cradle of American Presbytcrianism" 
are now practically complete, and it seems 
certain that the gathering here on September 
5 will be imposing in size and most interest- 
ing in character. 
Hundreds of Presbyterian 


slerjymen from all parts of the country will 
attend. The President of the United States 
will be here, and the Postmaster-General and 
probably Ihe Secretary of State and other 
members of the Cabinet. The Governors of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey have promised 
to be present, as have also President Patlon 
and ex-President McCosh, of Princelon Col- 
lege ; President Ktiox, of Lafayette College; 
President MuIUuin, of Hampden-Sydney 
College, and numerous other eminent theolo- 
gians and educators. The exercises will, of 
course, all be of a religious character. 
The 


exact programme cannot yet be announced, 
bul il is understood that there will be brief 
addresses by the President and the two State 
Governors nieutioneJ, and also by Mr. Wac- 
aniaker. The Rev. Dr. T. Murphy, of Phil- 
adelphia, will preside, since it is to his re- 
search and zoal that tbe entire interesting 
commemoralion is due. 


Some years ago Dr. Murphy, under the 


patronage of the North Philadelphia Presby- 
tery, net out to write a history of the Pres- 
byterian Church in this part of the country. 
In his researches he soon began to meet with 
references to the "Log College." 
This was 


almost an unknown institution to the present 
generation, and he found no adequate record 
of it in existence. 
So he set vigorously to 


work to trace out its origin, its history and 
its influence upon Presbyteriaiiism in Penn- 
sylvania, and, indeed, throughout America. 
"Log College," then, was founded in the 
year 1726 by the Rev.William Tennent,whose 
name is famous in the early history of Pres- 
byterianism in this country. 
He lived here, 


and there was no theological school here, or 
near here, or anywhere within reach, where 
he could educate his sons for the ministry. 
So he built LogCollege. It stood just across 
the road fiom his own house, and, as its 
name implies, was literally a log building. 
It was something less than twenty feet square, 
and consisted of a single room. Mr. Ten- 
neut built it largely with his own hands,aud 
when it was opened for work lie was himself 
I IK. nrauidont and famvUv. «>"1 1>!° (Vmi. unrig 
were the students. 


Fiom this humble beginning the institution 


grew to National importance. Its entire ex- 
istence was included within the compass of 
about twenty years. Of its course of study, 
and of its students and alumni, there is no 
complete authentic 
record. 
Among the 


graduates, however, nrc known to have been, 
Mr. Tennent's sons, who all became eminent; 
the chief promoters of the famous Mecklen- 
burg Declaration of Independence, and the 
Hev. Samuel Finley, who came to America 
from Ireland in his boyhood, and in 1701 was 


In 
chosen president of Princeton College. 
1739 the college was visited by George Whit- 
Reid, who has left on record his impression 
that it seemed to resemble greatly an ancient 
"school of the prophets." This was the 
only theological school in America, outside 
of New England, and it was very successful. 
Mr. Teniient was apparently a natural edu- 
cator, with the faculty of winning the friend- 
ship of his pupils and imbuing them with his 
own scholarly earnestness. 
He was an 


Irishman by birth and training, and had 
aeen a priest of the Episcopal Church in 
Dublin, but on coming to this country be- 
came a Presbyterian. In 1742 he withdrew 
from active work, and died four years later 
at the age of seventy-three years, 
His old- 


est son, Gilbert, became a teacher in the coU 
ege, and was afterward an eminent preach- 
;r. He was a close friend and travelling 
companion of Whitfield. 
He w»s also a 


Mend of Benjamin Franklin. William Ten. 
nent, Jr., the second son, was also an emi- 
n«ut preacher, 
When he had finished his 


college course he had a cataleptic fit, and lay 
for weeks seemingly dead. 
When he recov- 


ered he found himself deprived of all he had 
ever learned, not even remembering how to 
read and write, He began his elementary 
studies over again, but a few months later he 
was stricken with what he described as a 
shock in the head, and most of his learning 
came back to him instantaneously. He al- 
ways maintained that during bis trance he 
was in Heaven ; and he professed at other 
times in his life to have had supernatural 
visions. 
He was founder and for fortydbur 


years pastor of the famous Tennent Church 
at Freehold, N. J., where General Washing^ 
on occasionally worshipped.. 


After twenty years the "Log College" was 


lulgrown, and it gave way to larger iustitu- 
ions, of which it was both the predecessor 
md parent. Among the colleges and acade^ 
mies which were direct outgrowths of it may 
>e enumerated the College of New Jersey, 
jest known as Princeton) the Hampden- 
Sydney College of Virginia; the Jefferson 
and Washjpgtqn College. Fogg's Manor 
Academy, in Chester County, Pa.,, And the 
Pequay Academy, at Lancaster. The 108d 
anniversary of the founding of '(Log Col- 
lege" is what is to be celebrated on Septem- 
ber 5, The exercises will be held in two 
vast tabernacles erected for the purpose on 
the exact site of William Tenneot's house, 
together capable of seating 7,000 persons, 
and is expected that they will be crowded to 
their utmost capacity. A choir of 100 voices 
is in training for the musical part of the 
services,

Then, argue many san- 
guine persons, it will be easy to supply the 
market with frogs' legs at thirty or forty or 
fifty cents a pound. Oue proposition wbicli 
goes to support the theory of this scheme is 
indisputable. There is a constant demand in 
all the great markets of this country for more 
frogs' legs ttin are ever supplied, and the 
price seldom falls very low. 


KBOO CULTURE STILL VOU.VO. 


It was with a view to learning tho facts 


about these frog farms, how they are con- 
ducted, n hero they are, and what the meas 
ure of their success has beeu, that a writer 
applied to Fish Commissioner Eu-'ene G 
Rlackford. 
° 


"Frog culture," said the commissioner "is 


still in its tadpole state. The facts are very 
few and simple. Frogs breed just like fish. 
It is easy to get tlie spawn and to hatch it 


out. 
As you are probably aware, the hatch- 


ings are tad|»les, a minute, globular mass 
with a vibrating tail. These little fellows at 
first are half transparent, but rapidly darken 
in color and 'increase in size. After a few 
weeks tbe tail shrivels, the legs make an ap- 
pearance, the head separates from the body, 
and the tadpole has "iwcomo a frog. He is a 
very active aud vivacious young person at 
this time, and eats all kinds of animal food 


"Frog culturists at this stage feed him with 


raw meat, liver, heart and waste that have 
been chopped very fine. He grows rapidly 
until he is six mouths old, and then invari- 
ably fails sick, and in a majority of cases 
dies. The reason appears to lie in the diet. 
So far as we know, a frog lives on insects! 
He prefers them alive, but when hungry eats 
them when they aro dead. In these coses 
when frogs have licen fed. on flies, they have 
always prospered. 


"As it is u practical impossibility to get 


enough flies and other insects to feed a regi- 
ment of these batrachians the frog former 
Is compelled to use meat instead. The result 
is the sickness and mortality I have describ- 
ed. It is so great as to make all fro? culture 
a financial failure. Out of a hundred frogs 
anywhere from sixty to ninety-five die when 
they ore six months old. 


"Even as It stonds, a great deal of work is 


being done. Frogs ore, if not raised, at least 
fed and fattened for the market in New 
York, I.ew Jersey, and especially in Ontario 
(Canada), Tennessee and many of the western 
states. There is a wonderful variety in the 
suws attained. Those around this part of the 
country are seldom large.

Planter Purls for Flooring Purposes. 
| 


A new process for hardening plaster of 


Paris, making that substance suitable for 
looriii^ purposes, has been communicated to 
the French Academy of Sciences by M. Julte. 
fiie plaster is mixed with one-sixth of its 
weight-of line, freshly slaked lime and used 
with as little water as possible. After it is 
thoroughly dry it is treated with a saturated 
solution of either ziuc sulphate or ironsul- 


liute. 
With the flrst the hardened plaster 


remains white, while the second by gradual 
oxidation yields the color of iron rust, which 
iives a fine imitation of mahogany under an 
application of linseed oil.—Chicago Tribune.

It is true that 
the inordinate uie of ice water, or its use under 
some special conditions and circumstances, is 
attended with great danger, %o is tho im- 
proper use of any other drink or food. The 
assumption that iced water is dangerous, arid 
that iced tea, or iced coffee, or iced leinouado 
is n harmless substitute is simply a delusion 
As the source of danger feared by somo is the 
degree of cold, we fall to see "clearly how 
flavor modifies the effect of temjieraturo. 
There are some individuals, undoubtedly, 
who caiiuot drink ice water without injury, 
and who ought never to use it, but to a great 
majority of persons it is refreshing and 
healthful. Its uso, temperate and discreet, is 
in no way to bo condemned, which cannot bo 
said of some of its substitutes.—Sanitary 
Volunteer.
